Through Dance Fantasia *78. a dance ensemble of 
independent, professional belly dancers, you will find 
yourself mesmerized by the graceful, flowing motions of 
the dancers ...and totally oblivious to all else that 
surrounds you. 

TO THE DEEP, soulfuLrhythms of African drums and 
the occasional strains of flute, the belly dancer tor dancer 
orientale, as they prefer to be called) will completely hold 
your attention. You will fee.1 compelled to follow the 
movements of every part of her body: the emphatic 
turns of the hips, the sensua[ undulations of the stomach, 
the fluid, swaying movements of the arms, the quick yet 
graceful flicks of the wrists. 

The dancers' costumes also draw your attention; in 
many ways they accentuate the dancers' movements. 

LAYERS OF SASHES, scarves, tassles arid strung coins 

wrapped and hung from layers of long, Wide, full skirls 

accentuate the hip movements and flow around the body 

'n.s-Jhe dancer twirls about. FuH. sheer, balloon-like pants 

* are worn under the skirts. The top is usually covered with 

layers of sequins or coins. 

The jewelry, most of which comes from the mid-East, is 
worn all over the body: on the forehead, ears, neck, waist' 
and, up and down the arms. Tassles frequently decorate 
the hair. Occasionally, a shawl is worn on the shoulders or 
in the traditional Arabic style, on the head and wrapped 
about the face to cover the moutlnmd cheeks: 

Farts of the costumes have been imported from various 
middle-East countries. Others have been researched by 
the dancers 'and scrupulously copied. 

AS ONE WOMAN DANCES, the others will occasionally 
make a somewhat shrill, high-toned sound called a 
Zaghareet. The hand is cupped over the upper lip and the 
sound ululates as the tongue rapidly hits the upper palate.^ 
In the Mid-East,; this call is used in many ways (for' 
example, as a greeting or a;warning "against danger). ButJ 
. with the dance, it is a way of telling a fellow dancer that. 7 
you like and are enjoying her performance. 
■ There are many, many types of dances. The sword 
dunce, traditionally done at weddings, ostensibly to "cut 
a way " evil spirits frormthc couple's new life, is certainly a^ 
fascinating one. t 



IN THE SWORD DANCE, the dancer will perfectly 
balance a sword first on the head and later on the chest or 
-hip while still dancing-T7rand"mai7itainingperfect-tempo^ 
with the drums. As the dance .continues, the woman 
smoothly descends to her knees, bends as far backwards 
as 'she can and then rolls onto her stomach while still 
balancing the sword on her head. The dance is meant .to 
portray a woman's conquering of the sword. In her 
triumph, she prays that her husband should not be killed i 
by the sword. 

The cane dance, called Zar, is from Egypt and i&used 
there as a form of exorcism. People who believed 
themselves to be overtaken by evil spirits would do the 
dance to remove the spirits from their bodies. 




THE ZAR DANCE involves a good deal of wild head 
throwing, which apparently contributes' to t the dancer's 
loss of consciousness. ' 
.Deanna Anderson, from Milwaukee, who performed the 
Zar dance at the Faire. said that the dancer must let the 
rhythm carry her. -\= . -'■_- 

"YOU MUST FEEL it through every- bone and fiber of 
your body," said Deanna, who af^er performing .the Zar 
dance at the Faire. collapsed to the ground for a few 
minutes. This, she later explained, is necessary for 
purposes of recuperationfrpm the trance which the dance : 
frequently brings about, y 

"The rhythm brings you to places -you've never been 
before," said Deanna. Deanna claims that she can do the 
dance until she literally passes out. 

Andrena Rie>r from the Chicago area, said the Zar. 
dance "does work" and that a person": does feel "much 
freer" after doing the dance. . % tv 

Andrena, who has been dancing prbfessionaUylor about \ 
nine years, has performed in a number of clubs in Chicgo 
as well as on television.
